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First forum 
brings out 
election 
issues

Didsbury held the first candi¬ 
date forum in the Wildrose fed¬ 
eral riding last Wednesday. 

Thirty residents from around 
the county came to the Didsbury 
Memorial Complex to get their 
first chance to meet the politi¬ 
cians and challenge them over 
issues important to the Wildrose 
constituency. 

The debate was fairly subdued 
and the only fist waving and chest 
pounding took place when they 
all respectively waved their party 
platform book in the air trying to 
persuade the crowd it was their 
platform that was the most 
sturdy. 

Opening addresses started 
with Progressive Conservative 
candidate, Bert Dyck. He ad¬ 
dressed the Canadian economy 
by saying his party would cut $ 12 
billion from the deficit in their 
first term in office and would 
reduce taxes across the board 
from anywhere 4 to 10%. 

Dyck spoke directly to the 
farmers ofWildrose when he said, 
"I am in favour of putting farm¬ 
ers in control of the Canadian 
Wheat Board." 

He promised reinvestment in 
health and education and vowed 
to make communities safer by 
eradicating the so called, Faint 
Hope Clause’, making parents 
responsible for the actions of 
young offenders and legislating 
victims rights. 

The issue of Quebec sover¬ 
eignty and Canadian unity 
seemed to be a major issue in all 
aspects of the forum, from the 
opening addresses to the ques¬ 
tion period. 

"Canadian unity has been a 
bleeding ulcer... People are tired 
of that debate, 1 ' said Dyck. 

Reform incumbent, Myron 
Thompson agreed with Dyck. 

"Distinct society does not serve 
any purpose whatsoever in this 
great country... Let's form a clause 
calling ourselves, Distinctively 
Canadian, " he said. The comment 
met with loud applause from the 
audience including those who 
wore buttons displaying support 
for other candidates on stage. 

Thompson took aim at gov¬ 
ernment waste and duplication 
when he belted out, 'They are

wasting our money left and right." 

He offered his calculations 
stating that the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment is almost as big as the 
United States government which 
serves ten times the amount of 
citizens. 

He also said according to his 
numbers there has been a 40% 
decrease in health care funding 
and only a 2% decrease in gov¬ 
ernment size. 

On the issue of debt and defi¬ 
cit reduction, and decreasing 
taxes at the same time without 
reducing tiers of government bu¬ 
reaucracy he said, "You can’t suck 
and blow at the same time.” 

He said the federal govern¬ 
ment needs to be more account¬ 
able and honest. 

"The house of commons is a 
place where you can stand on your 
feet and lie and lie and lie," he said, 
adding that if someone challenges 
by calling it a lie and the person a 
"liar" they are thrown out. 

Thompson also took his chance 
at the podium to acknowledge 
people in the constituency who 
supported him through his re¬ 
cent quintuple bypass and recu¬ 
peration setbacks. 

"I really appreciate your calls, 
your letters and your prayers." 

Bryan Mahoney, Liberal can¬ 
didate said his government's past 
successes should be an indicator 
of the future. A mqjor part of his 
campaign revolves around jobs 
and job creation.

Hospital is alive and

The Didsbury Hospital Task 
force wants to once again try to 
dispel fears among the commu¬ 
nity that the hospital may be in 
danger of closing. 

"It's not going to close," said 
Evan Parliament, task force mem¬ 
ber and town chief administra¬ 
tive officer. 

The 10 member task force 
formed and set out "on a fact find¬ 
ing mission," last December. As 
part of their mission they have 
met with the public, the Regional 
Health Authority 5, and most re¬ 
cently with local doctors, Dr. Mo 
Ahmad, Dr. Richard James and 
Dr. Scott Holder, to discuss the 
viability of the Didsbury Hospi¬ 
tal. 

"The hospital is very viable, 
that was assured by the doctors,” 
said Parliament. In fact, they said 
the hospital has many things go¬ 
ing for it that give it a huge poten¬ 
tial. 

But, they do admit there are 
problems that lie within the hos¬ 
pital that need to be resolved. 

"We need to look at long term 
solutions rather than short term 
fixes," said Parliament. 

The first problem is the under 
usage of the facility. Parliament 
explained the Didsbury facility lies 
near the border of Health Region 
5 and 6 and when people decide to 
go to Olds they rarely realize they 


are crossing the imaginary border 
that takes their health care dol¬ 
lars out of this community and 
into another health care region. 

"We need people to support our 
facility. Every time a west area 
resident of RHA5 heads to Cal¬ 
gary or Olds for a service that is 
available here, it hurts our hospi¬ 
tal," he said. "It's like supporting 
any other business in this 
community...the same principle 
applies." 

He added that it is under¬ 
standable when a patient goes to 
another health care facility be¬ 
cause the service is not available 
at the Didsbury hospital. But 
when the service is available and 
a patient chooses to go to an¬ 
other hospital it is frustrating 
for the hospital and damaging to 
their bottom line. 

Intensively long hours for the 
Didsbury doctors brought up 
the question, How do we entice 
more doctors to come to Dids¬ 
bury? 

One answer is incentive pack¬ 
ages similar to the ones offered by 
other small communities trying 
to attract new doctors. Some of 
the incentives include reduction 
in taxes and reducing overhead 
start-up cost for doctors just out 
of school who tend to carry a lot of 
debt. 

"Another advantage that Dids¬ 
bury has over nti— small com- 


well 

munities is that we are not iso¬ 
lated," said Parliament. 

Being located along a major 
corridor that is experiencing rapid 
growth and being the first hospi¬ 
tal located north of Calgary are all 
mqjor contributors to the viabil¬ 
ity of the facility in the future, the 
Task Force believes. 

"We feel the facility has super 
potential.” And the consensus is 
that the potential needs to be capi¬ 
talized on by the expansion of 
services and facility uses. 

The road block in their way is 
the lack of specialists on site. 

For example, there are doctors 
at the Didsbury Hospital who have 
the skill of performing an emer¬ 
gency appendectomy. However, an 
anesthesiologist would also be 
needed and there is not one on site 
which would mean the patient 
would have to go to Calgary or 
elsewhere and their health care 
dollars would follow. 

The Task Force and the vari¬ 
ous stakeholders are continuing 
in the process of working out the 
finer details of making the hospi¬ 
tal a more financially sufficient 
operation. 

In the meantime, Parliament 
wants everyone in town to know, 
"The Task Force wishes to work 
with RHA5 and the board to en¬ 
sure that the Didsbury Health 
Centre is viable and remains vi¬ 
able in the future." 
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Vandals attack campaign signage

Progressive Conservative can¬ 
didate is fuming over the recent 
destruction and theft of his cam¬ 
paign signs. 

"All parties put a lot of effort 
and money into signage," calims 
Dyck. "To have one person or 
people destroy the property of 
another is always devastating 
and frustrating. What they are 
really doing is insulting their 
friends and neighbors by trying 
to make up their minds for them. 
They are really saying, We don’t 
want you to participate fully in 
the democratic process. We want 
to deny you, our neighbor, the 
right to free speech.’ And that is 
a political terrorism which can 
not be tolerated,” said Dyck in a 
press release issued last week. 


The signs being targeted are 
located throughout the Wildrose 
riding and the majority of the 
damage seems to be in the Sun- 
dre area. But, Dyck said all areas 
are being hit by the vandals. 

The Reform candidate, Myron 
Thompson has also experienced 
some sign vandalism in the con¬ 
stituency. 

"It’s halting the democratic 
procees," said Blake Richards, 
Thompson's campaign manager. 

Richard's said he had received 
calls from a number of people 
throughout the riding reporting 
signs had been stolen or kicked 
over. 

Dyck warns that anyone found 
to be responsible can and will be 
dealt with under the law. Van¬ 
dalism is a criminal act and pun¬ 


ishable by fine or imprisonment 
and because the majority of the 
signs are located on private prop¬ 
erty, trespassing violations are 
also occuring. 

"And that goes for the signs of 
other candidates as well. I would 
hope the other parties would have 
this same view and would deal 
with people within thier organi¬ 
zations who might think of these 
acts as merely pranks or part of 
the political game. It's not!" 

Richards said his party has 
the same attitude towards the 
vandals. 

Dyck points out the campaign 
headquarters in Canmore and 
Olds keep close track of the place¬ 
ment of all signs so they can be 
removed and properly recycled 
at the end of the campaign.

He recited numbers showing 
that 306 jobs have been created 
in Wildrose because of govern¬ 
ment job creation and youth job 
initiatives. 

Of all of the G7 countries, 
Canada is on the leading edge 
according to Mahoney because of 
technology initiatives, job crea¬ 
tion and the deficit and debt re¬ 
duction undertaken by the Lib¬ 
eral government. 

"To me a strong economy 
means a strong country," he said. 

On the issue of a Quebec ref¬ 
erendum, Mahoney said he sat 
back after the close call last time 
and contemplated. 

"I asked myself what did I do?" 
He said he would get more in¬ 
volved if the question ever arose 
again and would become 
proactive. 

Mahoney also talked about the 
individuality in Alberta and in 
this riding. He said, "There is a 
caring spirit in Alberta," and he 
is proud to be running in this 
constituency. 

Anne Wilson, of the New 
Democratic Party said, For the 
last four years we've heard the 
Liberal government say they care 
but we see otherwise." 

She pointed to the reduction 
in social services and how the 
Goods and Services Tax is affect¬ 
ing the average person. 

"Our government should not 
be obsessed over cutting debt at 
the cost of the very people who 
pay their taxes," she said. She 
also said big business is getting 
too many tax breaks while the 
average person is being burdened 
with an unfair taxation system. 
Her answer to the GST was to 
phase it out over a long period of 
time (about 10 years) and take it 
off items like books and children’s 
clothing. 

Wilson also addressed wom¬ 
en's issues in the country and 
applauded her leader, Alexa 
McDonough for her campaign 
trail comments towards the Lib¬ 
erals. 

"We need a capable woman to 
get those Liberals off their big, 
fat majority." 

Audience members had a 
chance to directly ask questions 
to the candidates after the open¬ 
ing addresses. 

One resident of the riding 
asked about the candidate's sup¬ 
port for small business. 

Thompson responded that the 


small businesses should be given 
a break and supported im¬ 
mensely. "Jobs are going to come 
from small business, not the gov¬ 
ernment." 

Mahoney answered that keep¬ 
ing interest rates low puts money 
into consumer's pockets who will 
then spend that money at small 
businesses in their community. 

Dyck said banks should be 
forced to annually publish the 
profits they made from a particu¬ 
lar community and demonstrate 
how that money was reinvested 
in that same community's busi¬ 
ness economy. 

Liz Negropontes, an area resi¬ 
dent asked the Liberal candidate 
how the government was going 
to "get out of out pockets." 

Mahoney responded that taxes 
will be reduced after the deficit is 
gone. 

The issue of Canadian unity 
was brought up again and again 
by citizens in the audience to 
which the candidates reiterated 
their opening address points. 

Another audience asked all 
candidates to give a brief syn¬ 
opsis of what they think should 
be done with the GST. Wilson 
suggested phasing it out, giv¬ 
ing a 30% credit to some and 
removing GST from certain 
items. 

Dyck suggested the pros and 
cons of a 1% flat rate tax on 
every merchant transaction. 

Mahoney insisted the tax 
was always there in the form of 
a manufacturers tax but it was 
hidden. He made no promises 
to remove it.

The candidates wrapped up 
the forum with their closing 
comments and a plea for the 
vote of those in attendance. 

Claude Baril, vice president

busy time of year for farmers. 

The only candidate not in 
attendance was Vanessa 
Violini of the Green Party of 
Canada.

Common ground

On the Right Track or Out to 
Lunchi 

The redesign of services for chil¬ 
dren and families will see the estab¬ 
lishment of 18 Regional Authori¬ 
ties who will oversee the planning 
and delivery of services for chil¬ 
dren and families in their Region. 
These services will be community 
based, integrated, focus on early 
intervention and provide improved 
services for aboriginal people. In 
each of the 18 regions a Steering 
Committee is responsible for gath¬ 
ering community input and pre¬ 
paring final service plans that will 
outline the what, where and how 
of service provision. Building on 
the positive things that are hap¬ 
pening for children and families in 
our Region, the Steering Commit¬ 
tee is looking at better ways of 
meeting their needs. 

As part of a “better way,” new 
alternatives for funding services 
are being examined. At the provin¬ 
cial level a committee representing 
community groups and govern¬ 
ment departments was established 
to recommend a model for allocat¬ 


ing funds to Regional Authorities 
and to consult with community 
members about the model. The 
draft model being presented for 
feedback is based on the number of 
people in a Region and their needs. 
We need to hear from you as to 
whether the model is “on track” or 
whether it’s “out to lunch!” 

The model presents a formula 
that is used in calculating an “ad¬ 
justed” population of children who 
need child and family services. In 
the future funds will be allocated 
based on this “adjusted” number 
of children. The formula includes 
four factors - number of children 
zero to 17, number of children in 
low income families, number of 
children in single parent families 
and number of aboriginal children 
zero to 17. 

These factors were chosen for 
several reasons. The total number 
of children zero to 17 was chosen 
because services are being planned 
based on the needs of all children, 
youth and their families. The fac¬ 
tors were also chosen because they 
met certain criteria - they are indi¬ 
cators of potential need for sup¬ 
port, reliable and current statis¬ 
tics are available on them, the 
rates vary between regions and 
they are independent of current 


use of services. 

A wide number of additional 
need factors were considered, in¬ 
cluding children with disabilities, 
young offenders, low birth weight, 
suicides and calls to women’s shel¬ 
ters. They were rejected as part of 
the model at this point because 
they did not fit the four criteria 
mentioned. 

The model also includes a rec¬ 
ommendation that block funding 
be used to allocate funds to each 
Authority to support the planning 
and priorities of each Region. An¬ 
other recommendation is that fund¬ 
ing adjustments (for things such 
as remote or sparse areas of the 
province and binding anomalies 
for high-cost cases) are developed 
as part of the funding model. 

More specific information on 
initial draft of the model is avail¬ 
able through the regional Office of 
the Commissioner of Services for 
Children and Families at 335-9435. 
Feedback on the model is being 
sought until May 31. Revisions to 
the model will be made based on the 
feedback received. Community mem¬ 
bers will have another opportunity 
for input on the final model in the 
summer or early fall. 

The model will guide how funds 
are distributed to Regions in the 


Weekend marks opening of 
fatal collision season 


For many, the May long 
weekend marks the first of 
many summer road trips. For 
those involved in traffic safety, 
it marks the beginning of what 
could be called “fatal collision 
season” in Alberta, and any 
motorist could be fair game. 

“For most of us, the May 
long weekend signals the start 
of warmer temperatures and 
long weekends. For law en¬ 
forcement officials and health 
care providers, this weekend 
means the beginning of a 110 
day-long alert,” said Dave 
Barr, director of corporate 
communications for the Al¬ 
berta Motor Association. In 
less than one-third of the year, 
about half of the province’s 
traffic fatalities occur, he said. 

Despite the misconception 
that most motor vehicle colli¬ 
sions take place in poor road 
conditions, year after year too 
many Albertans lose their lives 
due to summer collisions. 
Oddly, explained Barr, great 
weather contributes to the 
high fatality rate. 

Clear roads and long day¬ 
light hours mean more fami¬ 
lies travelling farther on long 
weekends. This means more 
highway driving outside cit¬ 
ies, where you are 14 times 
more likely to die in a colli¬ 
sion. 

Between now and Labour 
day, 50 per cent of this year’s 
deaths due to collisions will 
occur. This weekend alone it 
is estimated that eight Alber¬ 
tans will die in a collision, an 
average of two per day, nearly 
twice the annual average. This 
is a trend seen year after year 
throughout each summer holi¬ 
day. 

Based on a decade of experi-

ence, there are 85,000 colli¬ 
sions every year in Alberta, 
resulting in 400 deaths and 
20,000 injuries. 

With a death rate of epi¬ 
demic proportions - eight times 
more people die as a result of 
traffic collisions than of AIDS 
- traffic collisions have a 
societal cost that reaches be¬ 
yond the lives of those touched 
by the loss of a loved one. 
Each day traffic collisions cost 
Albertans $10 million. Annu¬ 
ally, societal costs reach $3.5 
billion. Each fatal collision 
costs $2.9 million alone. 

Costs to society are both 
direct and indirect. Direct 
costs include fire, police, am¬ 
bulance, STARS Air Rescue, 
property damage, hazardous 
materials clean-up, insurance 
and civil liability costs. There 
are also costs associated with 
hospital, short- and long-term 
care and rehabilitation. Indi¬ 
rect costs refer to lost produc¬ 
tivity, welfare and family 
breakdown. 

In response to this growing 
epidemic, the Alberta Motor 
Association has called on the 
traffic safety community to 
work together in an integrated 
fashion under the banner 


“Mission Possible”. AMA and 
many community partners are 
attempting to raise awareness 
of the problem and to begin to 
effect change in Alberta.

Guidelines lor submitting petitions in the Assembly 


Due to the number of peti¬ 
tions I have received which were 
not properly drafted and pre¬ 
pared, I would like to inform con¬ 
stituents of the rules governing 
the form and contents of peti¬ 
tions being presented to the Leg¬ 
islative Assemble. 

There are two stages petitions 
may go through: 

Step 1: The petition is pre¬ 
sented to the Assembly by the 
Member. It is then brought to 
the table where it will be checked 
to ensure it is in order. 

Step 2: Following an indica¬ 
tion by the Speaker that the pe¬ 
tition is in order and may be read 
and received, the Member will 
rise at the appropriate time for 
Reading and Receiving Petitions, 
usually the next day, and ask 
that the petition be read and re¬ 
ceived. 

How to draw up, and present 
a petition: 

1. The petition must be ad¬ 
dressed to the Assembly. It can¬ 
not be addressed to the Govern¬ 
ment, a particular caucus or po¬ 
litical party or to any individual 
Member or group of Members in 
the Assembly (i.e.: The Premier). 
The distinction between the Leg¬ 
islative Assembly and the "Gov¬ 
ernment” is very important in 
writing a petition. Ideally, a pe¬ 
tition should be addressed to "The 
Legislative Assembly of Alberta, 
in Legislature Assembled". The 
prayer (i.e.: what the petition 
requests) must be clearly indi¬ 
cated on the head of each and 
every page where signatures are 
placed to ensure that blank pages 
are not attached to a header page 
which may never have been seen 
by the petitioners. 

2. Just as petitions can be ad¬ 
dressed to specific individuals, 
petitions should not criticize spe¬ 
cific individuals in or out of the 


Assembly, and all other proprie¬ 
ties demanding moderate and 
temperate language should be 
observed. 

3.The petition must ask for a 
remedy within the power of the 
Legislative Assembly. 

For example, the As- — 

sembly can be asked 
to pass a bill, but not 
"make a law" — only 
the Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor can do that.

own procedures, to JL*

eration to a bill, to sit 
at certain times, etc. - 

4.If a petition wants to touch 
upon matters within the juris¬ 
diction of the Alberta Govern¬ 
ment, then the petition can only 
ask the Assembly to "urge" the 
Government to implement cer¬ 
tain policies. However, if the 
Assembly only "urges” other gov¬ 
ernments to adopt specific poli¬ 
cies, this may be permissible. 
Much depends on the nature of 
the petition and the remedies 
requested. Only the Speaker can 
make a final determination of 
what is, and what is not, in order. 

5. No petition may be received 
which asks for any expenditure 
or charge on the public revenue. 

6. Petitions must not contain 
debate or argument. 

7 .Original copies of all pages 
must be submitted. Photocopies 
are not acceptable because there 
is no way to authenticate a signa¬ 
ture. Photocopied petitions will 
be returned to the Member with¬ 
out being recorded as having been 
submitted in the Votes. (Photo¬ 
copied petitions, or petitions oth¬ 
erwise out of order, can be filed 
with the Clerk for information 
purposes only). 

8.Lastly, the Member must en-

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dorse his signature anywhere on 
the front page of the petition. 
The signature does not necessar¬ 
ily indicate his support of the 
remedy requested in the peti¬ 
tion, it only indicates that the 
petition was submit- 
ted through that 
Member, who has 
taken all reasonable 
care to ensure the pe¬ 
tition's authenticity, 
and that the signa¬ 
tures are genuine. 
Indeed, a Member 
may not personally 
iRZ agree with the objects 

of the petition, but 
— I he is still free to sub¬ 
mit it anyway; his constituents 
have asked him to do so as their 
elected representative.

A new amendment to the Ca¬ 
nadian Wheat Board Act that 
could force farmers to market 
other crops through the Board’s 
single desk is irresponsible and 
puts farm incomes from these 
crops at risk. 

If the “inclusion clause”, 
tacked on to Bill C-72 with the 
government’s approval, becomes 
law, it will jeopardize successful, 
existing free trade in crops like 
canola and oats. The amendment, 
introduced last week by MP 
Wayne Easter (Liberal 
Malpeque), threatens to expand 
political control over grain mar¬ 
keting and exacerbate a highly 
charged debate. 

Canada’s major trading part¬ 
ner, the United States, already 
considers the Board’s wheat and 
barley monopoly an unacceptable 
trade practice. Expanding the 
Board’s jurisdiction could trigger 
retaliation and close some Ameri¬ 
can markets, causing severe dis¬ 
location on the Prairies. 

In a statement of support, the 
CWB’s Advisory Board dresses 
up the amendment in democratic 
clothing: “As long as farmers 
have the opportunity through a 
democratic process to choose how 
they will market their crops, I 
don’t believe fair-minded people 
will have cause to complain, ” sug¬ 
gests Vice-Chairman WilfHarder. 

That position represents a mis¬ 
use of democracy. Rather than 
expanding the freedom that char¬ 
acterizes democratic societies, al¬ 
lowing a majority of farmers to 
dictate marketing arrangements 
for all growers cancels their abil¬ 
ity to make day-to-day decisions 
about the fate of their crops. De¬ 
mocracy is the best tool for elect¬ 
ing governments, but can’t be 
applied elsewhere without collat¬ 
eral damage, in this case to the 
interests of the vocal and persist¬ 
ent farmers who object. 

Imagine the furor if producers 
of other goods had to live with 
these arrangements. Would car 
dealers tolerate a National Auto¬ 
mobile Marketing Board that dic¬ 
tated the terms and conditions 
for auto sales? Would lumber 
companies like a vote to central¬ 
ize all sales of wood and equalize 
its price? Should we allow two- 
thirds of our fellows to attach the 
livelihoods of the other third? 

In theory, allowing the CWB 
to market other crops makes 


sense, if it’s voluntary and if the 
playing field is level. That means 
commercializing the operation 
and removing hidden advantages 
like government guarantees of 
its debt and tax exemptions. 

The Australian Wheat Board 
now buys and sells any grain it 
wishes. But, except for export 
wheat, the Aussies don’t force 
farmers to market through the 
Board. They have the right to 
choose. That policy provides a 
real check on the behaviour and 
performance of the Board by mak¬ 
ing it earn its suppliers’ support. 
In two years, the AWB will be¬ 
come a private company owned 
and controlled by farmers. 

Our free-market system for 
marketing canola, flax, oats and 
domestic feed grains has a suc¬ 
cessful track record. Since oats 
were removed from the Wheat 
Board’s bailiwick in 1989, exports 
to the United States increased 
2200%, prices and production 
went up, the processing industry 
expanded and handling charges 
paid by farmers fell 30%. If the 
federal government moves to ex¬ 
propriate this market, or the vi¬ 
brant and lucrative canola trade, 
it could erase such gains and 
shrink farm incomes. 

Agriculture Minister Ralph 
Goodale claimed during this win¬ 
ter’s barley referendum that once 
a crop has been removed from the 
Wheat Board’s control, it’s gone 
forever. Farmers, he said, 
shouldn’t “throw out the baby 
with the bathwater.” The inclu¬ 
sion clause, which he supports, 
contradicts that position. It shows 
how easily governments can re¬ 
impose monopolies, even if it’s 
foolish to do so. 

An election call will thankfully 
forestall this nonsense, and send 
the flawed Bill C-72, along with 
the inclusion clause, back into 
the Parliamentary bin. The leg¬ 
islation is touted as an expansion 
of farmer control of the Wheat 
Board, but in fact increases the 
power of the federal cabinet over 
prairie grain growers. It deserves 
to die on the order paper. 

Wayne Easter is well known 
for his archaic advocacy of larger, 
more intrusive government. Per¬ 
haps he is unaware that the road 
he’s promoting bustles with na¬ 
tions going in the opposite direc¬ 
tion. 

And for good reason. They’ve 
been there, tried that, and it 
doesn’t work.

A narrow window of opportunity 


To the Editor: 

The parties and the candidates 
are off and running in another 
election to choose a national gov¬ 
ernment. Yet an issue which 
may not even get raised could 
make this and subsequent elec¬ 
tions almost irrelevant. That 
issue is the multilateral agree¬ 
ment on investment - the MAI. 
It is NAFTA on steroids - a pro¬ 
posed agreement amongst the 29 
developed nations of the OECD 
which will, in effect, put the ac¬ 
tions of international investors 
and transnational corporations 
beyond the reach of our laws. 

Most Canadians have never 
heard of this agreement because 
negotiations have been con¬ 
ducted virtually in secret. This is 
particularly alarming because 
Canada is playing a key role in 
promoting the deal. In effect, 
while the Cretien government is 
campaigning on a promise to re¬ 
turn to liberal values and poli¬ 
cies, it is brokering a deed which 
makes such policies next to im¬ 
possible. 

The MAI is explicitly designed 
to forbid government use of in¬ 
vestment rules to promote so¬ 
cial, economic, or environmental 
goals. At a time when Canadi¬ 
ans' top priority is reducing un¬ 
employment, the government is 
pushing a deal which will cripple 
its ability to promote job crea¬ 
tion. 

The MAI states that no gov¬ 
ernment, federal, provincial or 
municipal, will be able to oblige 
any foreign corporation invest¬ 
ing in Canada to provide jobs, do 
research or invest in productive 
activity. 

One section of the MAI would, 
quote, "outlaw" any measure that 
restricts the right of foreign in¬ 
vestors to bid on government con¬ 
tract and to buy up privatized 
crown corporations. Public in¬ 
terest guarantees for such priva¬ 
tized services would also be out¬ 
lawed. For example, a privatized 


utility could not be obliged to 
provide equitable services to ru¬ 
ral areas. Foreign corporations 
could not be required to buy local 
goods or hire locally. 

The MAI would not only stop 
governments form passing new 
regulatory legislation. It would 
oblige them to gradually "roll 
back" existing laws which do not 
conform to MAI liberalization 
goals. If we sign this deal, our 
existing tax, labor, consumer pro¬ 
tection and environmental laws 
could all be up for review by 
unelected international panels. 
One of the first challenges would 
almost certainly come from the 
tabacco and alcohol industries 
who could use the Multilateral 
Agreement on Investment to turn 
back laws restricting the adver¬ 
tising and promotion of their 
products. 

Unlike NAFTA, this agree¬ 
ment is binding for twenty years, 
and gives corporations the right 
to sue governments directly for 
any perceived violation of their 
rights. Like NAFTA, the dispute 
settlement mechanism is bind¬ 
ing, beyond our courts and legis¬ 
latures. 

Only a few last-minute 
glitches have prevented this con¬ 
stitution for the global economy 
from being signed this month. 
The four to five month delay and 
the current election campaign 
have given Canadians a narrow 
window of opportunity to demand 
a full public debate. If we don't, 
future elections may well be re¬ 
duce to the status of ritual. Al¬ 
bertans concerned about the fu¬ 
ture of their communities, small 
businesses and services like 
health care should ask all those 
campainging for office what they 
intend to do about the MAI if 
they are elected.

The findings of the Provincial 
Auditor General into the finan¬ 
cial management of the CKUA 
Foundation can only be described 
as “shocking”, Municipal Affairs 
Minister Iris Evans said. 

“The Auditor General points 
out the failure of the Board of the 
CKUA Foundation to follow their 
own Business Plan, to under¬ 
stand the difference between 
Board functions and Manage¬ 
ment functions, to avoid con- 
flicts-of-interest, or determine if 
personnel being hired were pro¬ 
viding the best service at the 
lowest cost,” said the Minister. 
“The Government is truly disap¬ 
pointed,” she added. 

In responding to the findings of 
the Auditor General on the finan¬ 
cial operations of CKUA, Evans 
pointed out that , “first and fore¬ 
most, this is not an issue of failure 
of a privatization initiative. Priva¬ 


tization of CKUA was the right 
decision then, and would be the 
right decision today. Privatization 
has had many benefits. There are 
Government employees who have 
become entrepreneurs in the pri¬ 
vate sector, plus there are hun¬ 
dreds of examples of better serv¬ 
ices, at a lower cost”. 

In his report, the Auditor Gen¬ 
eral stated: 

In my view, the failure of AC¬

pected level of performance, an 
appropriate accountability frame¬ 
work be established to enable the 
recipient's performance to be 
measured and evaluated.

The most important thing is 
that CKUA Radio is today continu¬ 
ing to broadcast to those Albertans 
who endorse its programming and 
that no additional public binds 
have had to be spent.” 


COUNTY PERSPECTIVE 

On May 2,1997, the County of Mountain View sent assessment notices to all of the property 
owners in the County. These notices showed the 1997 tax estimate based on the revised property 
assessment. Taxes for some property owners have increased significantly from last year and 
concerns have been expressed to County councillors and staff. This article is to help explain the 
revised assessment hase and decisions of County council that have affected your taxes. 

Assessment Base Shift: 

A general assessment was conducted in 1995/96 and the revised tax base will be used for 1997 
tax calculations. The major changes resulting from this general assessment are: 

■ Assessment values are recorded at 100%; previously they were at 65%. 

■ Farm land valuations are updated 

• Residential and commercial lands, including battery and compressor sites, are recorded at 
market value. 

The result of this general assessment is that our tax base has increased from $700 million to 
$1.2 billion. Assessment increase related to growth is as follows: 

Real growth (new properties or change in use) 1.4% 

Market growth (due to valuation at market) 10.8% 

Land values for residential and commercial property increased as a result of the general 
assessment because these properties are now recorded at market value. Assessment values for 
these properties increased more titan for other types of properties; the result is that residential 
and commercial property will contribute a larger share to the total County tax bill. The 
following schedule compares the 1996 percent share with 1997;

This schedule shows that taxes front noil-agricultural land will now be 17.3% of the total 
municipal tax bill compared to 9.8% in 19%; a 76% increase. The other assessment categories 
will he contributing less than in 19%. 

Why did the County make these assessment changes? 

Assessment regulations, such as market valuation, are legislated by the province and are 
implemented by the local taxing authority. These changes were implemented this year because 
the County did a general assessment tor the 1997 taxation year. 

If my taxes increase, what will all this extra tax revenue lie used for? 

This question has been asked by some property owners during the last couple of weeks. First of 
all. County Council did not increase municipal tax rates for 1997. Municipal tax revenues 
budgeted for 1996 and 1997 were: 

19% $6,879,404 

1997 $6,977,295 

Increase $97,891; 1.4% 

This 1.4% increase reflects the real growth in the tax base mentioned earlier in this article. 

Any tax increase you may have experienced will be the result of: 

• Assessment increases resulting from market valuations 

• Education taxes 

The 1997 education requisition from the province increased \% overall but there are 
significant changes among the various assessment types. For example, the education 

requisition on machinery and equipment assessment (oil & gas, manufacturing) 
decreased 25% according to the provincial plan while the requisition on residential and 
farmland assessments increased. 

Concluding Comments: 

In summary, municipal tax revenues liave not increased other than for real growth. Significant 
tax increases, caused by property assessed at market value, result in those properties 
contributing a larger share of the municipal tax bill. Properties affected minimally by the 
general assessment will have taxes lower than the previous year.

Spring brings more fruit and the desire to look wonderful in those shorts and 
bathing suit, so bring on that fruit salad ! The recipe for this week is fairly simple 
to put together and can easily stay in the fridge for a couple of days, marinating 
its flavours together, so make a big batch while you’re busy chopping and slicing. 


Fresh Fruit Salad Basket 


1 cantaloupe 

1 honeydew melon 

2 c. strawberries 
1 c. blueberries 
1/4 watermelon 


2 Tbsp. brown sugar 
1/2 c. orange juice 
1/4 c. red current jelly 
10 small tortillas 
Canola spray 


1. Scoop out the two melons. Slice all 3 melons; remove outer skin; chop into chunks. 

2. Remove leaves from strawberries, wash, and slice in half. 

3. Wash blueberries and rinse in a colander. 

4. Mix ingredients for dressing: 1 Tbsp. brown sugar, orange juice, and jelly. Blend until smooth. 

5. Place all fruit in a large bowl, clear if possible, and mix in the dressing. 

6. Preheat the oven to 400°F and spray the BOTTOM of a muffin pan with canola spray. Warm the 
tortillas in the microwave - 5 each for 20 seconds. 

7. Sprinkle the inverted muffin cups with remaining brown sugar and place a tortilla over each cup, 
so the tortilla is "squeezing" the muffin cup. 

8. Bake the tortilla “ baskets “ for 5 -10 min., until golden. Cool. 

9. Remove from the muffin pan. 

10. To serve salad, place a scoopful in each tortilla basket. *****Serves 8 -10 

TIP of the week: The salad may be served over frozen yogurt as well - in the basket or without.

RANGE OF VISION 


If you have normal vision, 
you should be able to see ob¬ 
jects clearly whether they are 
near or far away. When your 
eye doctor examines your eyes 
he will measure your vision at a 
distance as well as close up. 
The measurement for distance 
vision is usually taken at 20 
feet. A test for near vision is 
usually taken at the normal 
reading distance or about 16 
inches. 

Near vision is used for 
reading, sewing, eating, and any 
other activity in which the ob¬ 
ject you are looking at is within 
arms length. Distance vision is 
considered anything beyond that 
point. This would include 


looking at television or at people 
across a room, even though the 
distance is relatively short. 

You need to see clearly 
wherever you happen to be 
looking. Straining your eyes to 
try to see objects clearly can 
often cause headaches and 
other discomfort. If you think 
you may need glasses or 
contact lenses or a new lens 
correction, see your eye doctor 
for an examination.

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Alberta Huntington Society volunteers take the challenge 


Throughout Alberta, vol¬ 
unteers of the Huntington 
Society of Canada are taking 
part in a national challenge 
to raise public awareness and 
funds for the fight against 
Huntington's disease (HD). 

Huntington's is a degen¬ 
erative disease which usu¬ 
ally strikes between the ages 
of 30 and 45. Symptoms 
worsen over the 15-20 year 


course of the disease, lead¬ 
ing to total incapacitation 
and eventually death. There 
is currently no cure. 

"May is 'Huntington's Dis¬ 
ease Awareness Month' 
across Canada, and we’re 
working hard to educate Ca¬ 
nadians about HD," says 
Linda Springall, a spokes¬ 
person for the Huntington 
Society. Linda, who is fea¬ 


tured in posters, brochures 
and ads, has this genetic, 
debilitating brain disease 
which touches the life of 1 in 
every 1,000 Canadians. 

"I was diagnosed with 
Huntington's disease 4 years 
ago at age 30," says Linda. 
"Huntington's is hereditary; 
my mother and many other 
family members had the dis¬ 
ease. So when I noticed

Wheat Board admits monopolies abuse their customers 


Reward offered

Home Hardware owner, 
Dennis Van Dyck is so deter¬ 
mined to catch the vandals who 
destroyed hundreds of plants in 
his greenhouse that he is offer¬ 
ing a reward of $200 out of his 
own pocket. 

On Saturday May 3, Dennis' 
wife opened the doors of the 
greenhouse and noticed there 
was the pungent smell of chemi¬ 
cals but nothing seemed to be 
out of place. 

Upon further investigation 
she and her family, who all work 
at the business, realized the plas¬ 
tic back wall had been sliced 
open and a bucket full of extra 
stock of weed killer was missing 
some of it's contents. 

The family was dismayed 
when they realized the plants 
that looked okay at that mo¬ 
ment would soon be shrivelled 
and brown because they had all 
been sprayed with Killex. 

They had to make the deci¬ 
sion to close the greenhouse for 
the day. 

"I was upset. We lost all of 
Saturday's sales and Saturdays 
are a good day for us,” said 


Dennis, Sr. "Luckily it's just a 
part of our business." 

Every plant in the greenhouse 
died within days, at a loss of 
over $3000 to the Van Dyck 
family business. 

"It seemed like a planned in¬ 
tentional thing... It wasn't like 
kids out trashing something," 
said Van Dyck. He believes if it 
was kids who were just out to 
wreck things they would have 
done more than just kill plants. 
Nothing was stolen and noth¬ 
ing except the plants were van¬ 
dalized. 

This is the second year the 
Home Hardware has set up a 
greenhouse during the summer 
months. 

The $200 dollar reward is 
being offered to anyone who 
provides information that leads 
to the arrest and conviction of 
the offender. Van Dyck wanted 
to assure the tipster that he or 
she will remain anonymous. 

Van Dyck admits it will be very 
difficult to catch the culprits un¬ 
less someone comes forward with 
information. 

Security at the store has been 
beefed up in light of the damage. 


In the latest round of 
finger-pointing, the Canadian 
Wheat Board Advisory Commit¬ 
tee this week attacked the rail¬ 
ways for failing to deliver ex¬ 
port grain to ports on time, and 
attributed the problem to a “vir¬ 
tual monopoly” the carriers en¬ 
joy in transporting crops to mar¬ 
ket. 

“Is that a fact or a confes¬ 
sion?” said Russ Larson of Ca¬ 
nadian Farmers for Justice 
(CFJ), an association fighting 
to end the Canadian Wheat 
Board’s monopoly in marketing 
wheat and barley. “If the 
railroads' failure to perform is 


due to their monopoly status, 
then it’s time we moved to end 
the Wheat Board’s monopoly 
privileges as well.” 

The CWB Advisory Board is¬ 
sued a press release Tuesday 
which said, “Because the rail¬ 
ways have a virtual monopoly, 
they can fail to provide service 
and then abuse their largest 
customer with impunity.” Re¬ 
sponded Larson, who farms at 
Outlook Saskatchewan: 
“They’re finally seeing the light. 
Western Canadian farmers have 
been captive to the Wheat Board 
for 50 years, and have abso¬ 
lute*"' no choice. Consequently, 


the Board has no accountability 
for its performance.” 

CFJ’s Richard Nordstrom 
disagreed that the railways are 
solely responsible for shortcom¬ 
ings in the grain transport sys¬ 
tem. “Fact is,” he said, “the 
reason grain is backed up on 
prairie farms is that the 
railroads face price controls and 
a tangle of regulatory supervi¬ 
sion when they haul it. All other 
commodities are deregulated, 
and they reach the ports on 
time. Once the grain is forcibly 
expropriated from farmers, no 
one owns it.” 

“Monopoly is the problem all 


right, but it’s not a railroad 
monopoly,” added Nordstrom, 
of Viking, Alberta. “The CWB’s 
disciples all suffer from the de¬ 
lusion that its monopoly is 
pro-farmer. But all the farmers 
who take them to court see their 
cases dismissed on the grounds 
that the Wheat Board is not the 
farmers’ agent, but the federal 
government’s. There’s a total 
lack of accountability or public 
scrutiny over the Board.” 

The Canadian Wheat Board 
gradually increased its involve¬ 
ment in grain transport over 
the last generation, according 
to Larson. “Eventually, the 


Grain Transportation Agency 
evolved and the whole bureau¬ 
cratic apparatus, which is re¬ 
sponsible for marshalling and 
scheduling train runs, has con¬ 
sistently failed to perform well. 
It’s amazing that these 
monopolists now have the nerve 
to point fingers at the railroads.” 

“It’s also very ironic that 
they use the Monopoly argu¬ 
ment' to pass the buck when 
they themselves epjoy a total 
stranglehold on wheat and bar¬ 
ley marketing,” Larson con¬ 
cluded. “It’s nice to see them 
admit that a captive customer is 
not well served.”

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Water licensing for well water

An adequate supply of wa¬ 
ter is critical for any livestock 
operation. It is important to 
protect your right to this sup¬ 
ply. Ground water is a renew¬ 
able, but limited resource. If 
more water is used than is 
recharged water levels will go 
down and someone will be 
without water. 

In Alberta the management 
and allocation of water falls un¬ 
der the Water Resources Act. 
This Act will soon be replaced 
by the Water Act, but this act 
has not yet been proclaimed. 
The water licensing process is 
administered by Alberta Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection. A li¬ 
cense applicant must prove that 
the water supply will be ad¬ 
equate for their needs and that 
their use of the water will not 
have an unreasonable impact 
on other water users. 

What farm operations need 
a license? 

Most small farm operations 
are considered domestic (or 
household) users and do not 
need a license. 

Currently licenses are re¬ 
quired for livestock operations 
with more than; 

• 150 head of mature 
cattle and/or horses 

• 100 sows (as farrow to 
finish) 

• 1000 feeder pigs 

• 5000 poultry 

• 200 mature sheep 

• or water requirements 
of over 3000 gallons 
perday for mixed farms. 

These guidelines will 
change when the new Water 
Act is proclaimed. Any water 
uses beyond household use 
can be registered as “tradi¬ 
tional agriculture users” or 
must be licensed. The pro¬ 
posed cut off point for house¬ 
hold use is 1250 cubic meters 
per year, this averages out to 
about 750 gallons per day. 
Any use beyond this should 
be registered or licensed. 
“Traditional agriculture us¬ 
ers” may be able to register 
an additional 6250 cubic me¬ 
ters per year for their exist¬ 
ing operations. The registra¬ 
tion process is not yet in place. 
Licensing water for older 
existing farm operations. 

If a farm has been operating 
for many years, has higher live¬ 
stock numbers than those listed 
above, has a well that was 
drilled before September 1993, 
and the water supply has not 
been a problem, a license can 
often be processed without ma¬ 
jor cost or effort. It is just a 
matter of documenting the past 
and present water use and ap¬ 
plying for the license. 
Licensing water for new 
and expanding operations. 

The applicants must prove 
that there is sufficient water 
to meet his requirements and 
not have an unreasonable ef¬ 
fect on neighboring water us¬ 
ers. An exploration permit 
must be applied for first. If 
the permit is granted the well 
can be drilled and tested. A 
hydrogeological consultant 
must be hired to: analyze the 


data, asses any impact on 
neighboring water users, and 
prepare a report that meets 
the requirements of Alberta 
Environmental Protection. 
Typically the consultant’s re¬ 


port will cost $3,000 to $6,000 
to prepare. 

Once the license is issued, 
it basically puts your name 
on the amount of water li¬ 
censed. Only household us¬ 


ers, or holders of older li¬ 
censes, will have a higher pri¬ 
ority. New, competing water 
users will have to prove that 
their water use will not inter¬ 
fere with your supply. 


Licenses are processed by 
Alberta Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Regional offices in Red 
Deer, Edmonton, Leduc, 
Peace River, Calgary and 
Lethbridge.

Composting 
Centre 
launches 
new project 

Olds College’s Composting 
Technology Centre has just an¬ 
nounced the launch of a 
year-long research project that 
will examine the potential for 
composting soils. 

Project Manager of the 
Composting Technology Centre, 
Tom Clark explains, “Until re¬ 
cently, bioremediation of hydro¬ 
carbon contaminated soils has 
been typically accomplished by 
landfarming, landfilling or in¬ 
cineration. With increasingly 
stringent environmental stand¬ 
ards, alternative treatment op¬ 
tions are now being assessed,” 
Clark comments. “We, at the 
Centre and our industry part¬ 
ners, feel this type of situation 
is best solved by a low cost, 
environmentally sound treat¬ 
ment method such as 
composting.” 

Partnering with Olds Col¬ 
lege’s Composting Technology 
Centre on the research project 
are Double T Equipment Manu¬ 
facturing Limited and Imperial 
Oil Resources Limited. 

Clark describes composting 
and bioremediation as close al¬ 
lies to improving the quality of 
land previously used by the pe¬ 
troleum industries. “This is defi¬ 
nitely an alternative that should 
be explored further. The eco¬ 
nomic viability of composting 
is, for the most part, assumed, 
but much work still lies ahead 
with investigating all the vari¬ 
ables in more depth,” Clark com¬ 
ments. 

The Composting Technology 
Centre at Olds College is the 
focal point for many additional 
applied research, education and 
demonstration initiatives in the 
growing field of composting and 
compost utilization. For further

TransAlta warns customers to 
beware of unusual bills 


TransAlta is warning its cus¬ 
tomers to read their invoices 
carefully before paying them — 
because they may not be a bill 
at all. A company called Al¬ 
berta Energy-Electric is send¬ 
ing notices that look similar to 
utility bills to people across the 
province, including TransAlta 
customers. 

As a result, TransAlta cus¬ 
tomers have been calling re¬ 
gional offices, wondering if this 
is an electricity bill and if they 
should pay it. 

In reading the fine print, Al¬ 
berta Energy-Electric’s notice is 
not a bill for electricity but an 


offer for lighting and electrical 
supplies. The mailing is not an 
invoice but a solicitation for busi¬ 
ness. 

TransAlta wants to inform 
its customers that Alberta En¬ 
ergy-Electric is not related in 
any way to TransAlta. This 
company is not authorized by 
the Alberta Energy Utilities 
Board (EUB) to sell power in 
TransAlta’s service area. These 
notices are not electricity bills 
from TransAlta and payment is 
not required. Bills from 
TransAlta will have the com¬ 
pany name clearly visible on its 
invoice.
